charged. 


This case has been a very important 
one both for the saloon men and for 
the town of Berkeley and the town 
should see that the fine of $25 is re­ 
mitted, because Mr. O'Brien was will­ 


ing to be arrested in order to test the 


law. 


When the old Board were in office 
they passed an ordinance fixing the 
liquor license at $100 per year payable 
in advance. 
Twelve saloon men at 
once paid this amount and received

Or does the fact that a leave of 
absence was given without any limita­ 
tion of time specified allow the absentee 
to stay away the whole term of his 
office should he so elect ? 


These questions have come up from 
the practical working of the charter 
and there it may differ with the theor­ 
etical idea. 


This is one of the questions among 
many others which will probably have 
to be solved sooner or later, and the 
public might as well put on its think­ 


ing cap now as at any time.

Upon aufnclent oause being shown or proof being 
made to the said Board that tbo party holding 
the license has violated ony of the provisions 
of this ordinonoo or any ordinance of the town 
relating to the sale of liquors the Board of 
Trustees shall upon notloe being given to the 
person so Hoensed, revoke said lioense.

signer of the petition mentioned in this seotion 
shall odd to his signature the place of his resi­ 
dence. 


In case applioatlon is mode for a lioense for 
storing or keeping liquors, then the bond re­ 
quired by tbis seotion shall contain a condi­ 
tion, that said applicant shall store and keep 
suoh liquors in a safe and seoure way, so as 
not to be dangerous from Ores, and that no ln- 
flamuble 
substance 
shall be kept near the 
same; also that all suoh Uquor shall be stored 
und kept In suoh a manner as to be safe in oaso 
of mob violenoe, and to this end, that all the 
doors and windows of the houses where the 
same are stored and kept, shall have strong 
iron fastenings or bolts across and securing 
the same, and further, that suoh applicant 
shall well and truly store and keep such li 
quors in aocordunoe with all requirements of 
this ordinance uud all regulations of the town, 
which may hereafter be adopted regulating the 
sume. 


The bond must ulso contain an express stipu­ 
lation on the part of the principal and sureties 
on said bond, that In case any quarterly li­ 
cense be not paid promptly on the first day of 
such quarter, the license for the entire balance 
of the year covered by the permission shall im­ 
mediately thereafter become due and payable, 
and constitute) a debt duo from the principal 
(the applloant) to the Town of Berkeley, and 
authorizing suit ut once to be brought against 
tbe prlnoipal und sureties on said bond for the 
full balonoe of license fees. 


Said applioatlon and reoommendation after 
the approval of said bond shull be Immediately 
roferred to the license committee for investiga­ 
tion, who shall report the result thereof "to the 
Board of Trustees ot the next regular meeting 
following. 


If said report be in favor of granting the li­ 
cense to said applicant ur applicants, the 
Board may, by resolution entered in the min­ 
utes of the Board, grant the permission up- 
plied for, which permission shall remain In 
force for one year from date of same or unless 
revoked within said year,and be good only for the 
person, arm or corporation and plaoe named 
therein, and shall be tiled with the Town Mar­ 
shal.

Section 11. The keeping of a disorderly or 
disreputable house or plaoe, or the selling or 
giving of any spirituous, malt or fermented 
liquor or wines, or any admixture thereof to 
any intoxicated person, or to any minor under 
the age of sixteen (10) years or the violating of 
any of the plovlsions of this ordlnanoe, by any 
person hereby licensed, sholl be deemed a mis­ 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof, said con­ 
viction shall work a revocation and forfeiture 
of tbe lioense obtained, as well as a forfeiture 
of the bond given under,the said provisions, and 
no lioense shall thereafter'be granted to such 
person. 


The Board of Trustees may at any time for 
suoh cause as they, or a majority of them, upoD 
investigation may deem sufficient, revoke any 
lioense issued under this ordinance, or revoke 
and annul the permission to obtain tbe same, 
and it is speoiaUy ordained and declared that 
such permissions and all suoh licenses ure held 
ot the pleasure of the Board of Trustees, and 
may be revoked at any time upon the failure to 
comply strictly with all tbe requirements of 
this ordinance.

It shall be the duty of the Town 
Marshal to cause ull places in the town men­ 
tioned in Section 1 of this ordlnanoe to be vis­ 
ited at least once in eaoh month by the deputy 
marshals or himself to asoertaln if any of the 
provisions of this ordinance have been violated; 
und whenever au officer shall learn of any viola­ 
tion It shall be bis duty to make written returns 
of the same to the Boord of Trustees with the 
names of the witnesses, and to do whatever 
shull be lu his power to bring the offender or 
offenders to justice. 


Section 1ft. The sum of money to be puid for 
the suid license to do any or all things pro­ 
vided for in Section 1 of this ordlnanoe, shall be 
as follows: 


Fifty ($50) dollars per quarter or fraction of a 
quurter In advance. 


Provided, druggists and apothecaries'shall 
not be required to obtain licenses uuder the 
provisions of this ordinance for furnishing 
liquors upon the written prescription of a reg- 
ulurly licensed and registered physician, such 
liquor in no case to be used or drank upon the 
premises; nor for supplying aleohol,or"prepara- 
i.lons oouU.lulutf the samo for scluutlflo, medi­ 
cal or monhanlnal purposes 


Provided furvher^Kthut no splrltous, vinous or 
mult liquors shull be sold or furnished to any 
person more than once on any one prescription 
of suoh physician; und all such prescriptions 
shull be lu writing, and shall be kept by such 
druggist In his drug store, in a book to be rro- 
vlded by him for that purpose, and shall be 
open to the Inspection at all times of the Mar­ 
shal or his deputies; and provided further, that 
no physician shall prescribe any intoxicating 
liquors to a person of known intemperate habits. 


It is hereby expressly provided that the li­ 
cense issued and the permission to obtain a 
license under this ordlnanoe may be revoked at 
uny time,by the Board of Trustees, and that 
the permission *o obtain a license provided for 
herein Is subject to the right of the Board at 
any lime to raise or lower tbe lioense fee numed 
in this section, but this condition shull not ap­ 
ply to the license when onoe actually Issued by 
the Marshal for any quurter as in this ordi­ 
nance provided. 


Seotion 16. All publio places where liquors 
are stored or kept as described in this ordin­ 
ance shall be subject to the following regula­ 
tions and rules: 


All doors and windows of such places shull 
have iron bolts or fastenings so arranged across 
und securing the same, that suoh doors or win­ 
dows may be barred, and all such burs shall be 
put in plaoe by twelve o'clock P. M. of each 
night, and remain in place until six o'clock 
A. M. of tbe following day. 


Whenever a sworn applioatlon be made to the 
President of the Board of Trustees of the 
town 
of Berkeley 
that 
mobs 
or 
dls* 
orderly 
tumults 
exist

such publio places, then tbe President of 
such Board snail, in writing, at once order { 
the Murshal to put such bolts or fastenings in 
place, and the sume shull remain In place until 
such tumult bus ceased and such mobs have 
dispersed.
